2. Round Table – Ann Rajewski 

● Craig Blewitt: Local elections new city commissioner, 75% capacity - reassess for unlimited capacity 

depending situation, RFP for location of front range passenger rail 

● Alana Miller: DOTI has new TMI policy for new development. 

● Vince Rogalski: Highway 50 closed for little Blue Canyon construction  

● Bill Van Meter: Board of directors new strategic plan scheduled to be finished late June/early July for 

post COVID, 18 month fare/equity study, reimagine RTD re-kicked off, Northwest rail peak service plan/ 

coordination.  

● Ann Rajewski: Mask wearing monitoring, competing message issue, annual Spring conference 100+ 

registered, defensive driving courses, Online TRAC zero emission sessions info on website. 

 

3. Southwest Chief & Front Range Passenger Rail Commission Update – Jim Souby 

● Work completed prepares for NEPA requirements  

● Northwest rail alignment 

● Several commission recommendations, phased approach as ridership grows 

● Geographically oriented board (17 members)  

● SB21-238 

● Federal funding needed to convince voters 

 

4. Federal & State Legislative Update – Andy Karsian 

● SB260 on floor of Senate currently 

● Transportation funding bill (highway & multimodal) 

● 85/15 split was an oversight-amended 

● Nothing to limit local govt. on implementing plans moving forward 

 

5. Connected Colorado – Qing Lin & Lisa Streisfeld (attachment) 

● Increase transit accessibility, reduce congestion/emissions 

● App platform to connect several transit agencies  

● Phase 2 development partners on I-70 corridor (Clear Creek County, ECO transit, The Lyft) 

● Anticipated wrap up by end of next year 

● Phase 2 survey results: 50% would opt in Connected Colorado, importance of linked trip planning 

 

6. ARP Funds / Super Call – Qing Lin (attachments) 

● No local match required  

● Available for payroll & operations unless recipient certifies that no employees have been furloughed, 

still need clarification for subrecipients  

● 8 years to spend the funds 

● Agency funding needs looks different this year than previous years 

● Flexibility to use operating funding later on instead of in tandem with other funding   

TRAC Members would like to hold off on allocation and see if there is more need in operations or capital  
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7. Mobility Hubs – Sharon Terranova & Edward Parks (attachment) 

● Planning background 

● Connectivity, mode-to-mode transitions 

● 20 completed/in-progress/planned mobility hubs 

● Mobility Hub Handbook- strategic plan (design guidelines, criteria, framework, vision) 

● Cost of hubs are directly tied to typology
